This is a decision on the petition filed under 37 CFR 1.181 on 31 
January, 2006, requesting withdrawal of the holding of 
abandonment in the above -identified application. 

The petition is granted . 

The application was held abandoned for failure to submit 
corrected drawings in response to the Notice of Allowance mailed 
on 22 September, 2005, which set a three (3) month statutory 
period for reply. On 2 November, 2 005, the issue and publication 
fees were received.

Consequently, there was no abandonment in fact. The holding of 
abandonment is withdrawn, and the Notice of Abandonment is 
vacated.
